still growing 
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New oil slick in Channel 


may be natural seepage 


GOLETA, Calif. (IJP Ii - The 
Santa Barbara Channel, site of a 
massive offshore oilwell blowout 
four years ago, had a new oil slick 
today —about 4 miles long and 25 
yards wide — apparently caused by 
a natural “ upwelling” from the 
ocean bottom. 
Coast Guard officials said the long 
narrow film of black crude oil was 
bubbling from the ocean floor about 
one mile off Coal Oil Point, which 
has a history of natural oil and gas 
seepage dating back to the time of 
the early Spanish explorers, who 
noted it in their journals. 
“ The slick appears to be moving 
in a southeasterly direction away 
from the coastline,” a Coast Guard 
spokesman said Monday night. “ But 
we won’t know how serious it is until 
the area is surveyed in daylight.” 
The Coal Oil Point area is several 
miles north of a complex of offshore 
oil drilling rigs. On Jan. 28, 1969, a 
Union Oil Co. rig blew out, leaking 
hundreds of thousands of gallons of 
oil into the sea and onto beaches. 
The Coast Guard said the oil and 
bubbles of natural gas seemed to be 
boiling up from the ocean floor, 
much like the “ upwelling” activity 
reported during the 1969 slick. 
State Fish and Game Department 
officials said they planned to make a 
survey of the site today to determine 
the danger to birds and other 
wildlife 
in 
the 
area 
and, 
if 
necessary, to set up treatment 
centers. 
The oil slick was reported Monday 
afternoon by employes of Atlantic 
Richfield Co., who operate the 
nearest drilling platform, about a 
mile east of the leak, the Coast 
Guard said. 
Oil industry divers will go under 
the slick today in an attempt to 
pinpoint the source ol the leak. 


“ Agencies of both the federal and 
state governments will continue to 
monitor the situation and will take 
appropriate action should wildlife or 
critical beach areas become endan­ 
gered,” a Coast (iuard spokesman 
said. 


The slick, paralleling the Santa 
Barbara County coastline, brought 
back memories of four years ago 
when 
the 
massive 
oil 
slick 
besmirched beaches as tar south as 
San Diego County and killed more 
than :i,50,(MK) birds.

developments. 
One of

shopping center, apartments and a 
recreational development. 
P re vio u sly, 
a 
group 
of 
homeowners in the northeast section 
of town have come out against a 
third 
m obile 
home 
park 
development to be located within 
the city limits between Central 
Avenue and Barton Road, which the 
council is to consider 
rezoning 
tonight. 
The homeowners are expected to 
be out in force to oppose the 
rezoning. 
A 
third 
group, 
mobile 
home 
owners, have come out in favor of 
the developments and are expected 
to have 
representatives at the 
meeting to attempt to convince the 
council more trailer spaces are 
needed 
within 
the 
city 
— 
particularly those allowing children. 
The items, as they appear on the 


council agenda, are public hearings 
to 
consiaer 
the 
environmental 
impact statements and prezoning 
requests of one 80-acre project north 
of Central and west of A Street, and 
another, 46-acre, project north of 
Central and east of A Street 
The third 
item calls for the 
second reading and adoption of an 
ordinance rezoning the 38 acres of 
land already within the city limits. 
It is possible no action will be 
taken on any of the i.ssues. 
At its last meeting the city 
Planning Commission, continued a 
hearing on the 38-acre rezoning to 
allow time for the preparation of an 
environmental impact report and at 
the same time filed a request with 
the city council to postpone action 
all three matters to wait for a study 
to show the impact of the three 
combined projects. 
Nearly 600 new mobile home 
spaces are planned in the three 
developments.

against further annexation of farm 
land, the Sierra Club group officials 
point out there are already large 
sections of vacant land within the 
city limits that are difficult to farm 
for various reasons, consequently, 
‘‘It seems logical to use these areas 
within the city when more housing is 
needed.”

WASHINGTON (U Pl) - Water­ 
gate conspirator G. Gordon Liddy’s 
brmer secretary testified today 
that Jeb Stuart Magruder —after 
the Watergate break-in —authorized 
payment 
of 
a 
bill 
for 
the 
“ Gemstone” stationery on which 
she 
typed 
the 
logs of tapped 
telephone conversations 


It was the first time that the name 
of Magruder, who was President 
Nixon’s deputy campaign manager, 
was cited directly in the Senate 
committee’s public hearings into the 
Watergate 
break-in 
and 
other 
political espionage during the 1972 
presidential campaign. 
Unanimously 
brushing 
off 
a 
request by the government’s special 
prosecutor that the public hearings 
be postponed in the name of justice, 
the committee questioned Sally 


Jackson Harmony, Liddy’s former 
secretary, 
about 
“ clandestine” 
activities carried out in Nixon’s re- 
election campaign. 


Mrs. Harmony testified that after 
the June 17 Watergate break-in, a 
bill came to the Committee for the 
Re-Election of the President for the 
“ Gemstone” stationery that she 
said Liddy had ordered printed. 


Because Liddy already had left 
the committee under the cloud of 
Watergate. “ I took the bill for

to 
Magruder. ”

Harmony said. “ He (Magruder) 
authorized payment to H A. Post 
Associates,

Frost suggests large hike in dog fees, fines 


“ Dog-owning is no longer a right — it's a privilege." 
Supervisor Frank J Frost told the Board of Supervisors 
Monday 
He suggested the county consider upping the annual dog 
license fee from $4 to $25 and charging dog owners $100 
redemption fee at the county pound areas The latter fee 
now ranges from $15 to $50 depending on number of times a 
dog is redeemed 
The suggestion was made as county supervisors heard 
further evidence of growing county animal control 
problems, and the likelihood of a $100,000 deficit the county 
faces in the coming fiscal year in trying to balance its 


animal control budget. 


F rost said later he didn t intend his proposed high fees to 
be a 
money making thing." however, but as a drastic way 
of curbing the habits of irresponsible and careless 
dogowners who were running up the high cost of county 
animal control services. 
Other board members indicated they felt that while 
something has to be done under the current situation, the 
higher fees mentioned by Frost were a bit steep, and could 
lead to many dog owners simplv dodging the license fee 
collectors, 


The board wound up calling on Administrative Officer 
Raymond D Johnson to make a new study of the current 
license 
and 
redemption 
fees 
and 
make 
what 
recommendations appear best under the circumstances. 
Frost, who said the higher fee figures came 'off the top 
of his head, pointed out to the supervisors: 


'This is a perfect example of extra services demanded 
by the public where they can be paid for by the persons 
wanting these animal control services .’’

County Health Director Joseph T Nardo’s request for 
consideration of a $5,uoo pay boost i! his department must 
continue to operate animal control services 
Dr Nardo has taken the position he should get more 
money with the animal control work, much of which he 
says is unrelated to health duties, or have the assignment 
set up as a separate entity 


"I didn’t really expect to get a $5,000 increase 
stated 
Dr Nardo, who got a 5 per cent increase recently to the 
approximate $25,000 a year plateau, in the salary

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Supervisors discuss puppies 


Stiffer controls seem to be needed in the 
“buying 
and 
selling 
of 
puppies,” 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell, of Santa Maria, 
told the Board of Supervisors Monday, 
during a general discussion on county 
animal control problems that were shown 
to be on the increase. 
Tunnell, who owns a number of hunting 
dogs himself, said dog problems have been 
multiplying in recent years, partly because 
of persons “ buying puppies for kids and 
then turning them loose. " 
He cited the fact that “ puppy factories” 
are now becoming a new problem in 
California 
and elsewhere. There are 
puppy-breeding operations for the purpose 
of selling the young dogs as pets for 
children, he declared, using pet shops to 
process the sales. 
Tunnell felt the county’s animal control 


department might well strengthen its own 
procedures in selling puppies. 


County Health Officer Joseph T. Nardo 
said the county was aware of this problem, 
and the number of dogs "given out” to the 
public constituted a low figure in relation 
to those put to sleep. He said dogs given to 
persons also were released only under 
conditions showing they would be well 
kept.

District Attorney David D. Mimer in his 
opening statement. 
Minier told the jury o! seven men and

The district attorney claimed Yamkian, 
a former prominent engineer who had 
supervised construction of a U.S. lend- 
lease railroad across Iran in World War 11 
to help the allied cause, had sent out 
appeals to Armenians throughout

country and numerous loreign countries to 
‘ eliminate 
from 
the 
earth” 
Turkish 
officials wherever they were. 
Minier said these letters were sent out 
just before the slaying of the two diplomats 
Mahmet Baydar, 47, and Bahadir Demir, 
30, at a cottage in the Santa Barbara 
Biltmore Hotel. He added that Yanikian 
had taken a vow as a youth to avenge his 
brother's death at the hands of Turks early 
in the century 
Minier charged that Yamkian lured the 
two victims to the hotel cottage on the 
pretense 
of 
giving 
them 
a 
valuable 
painting, then fatally shot them with a 9 
millimeter Luger he had secreted in the 
hollowed out copy of a large “ Who’s Who” 
volume Minier further said Yamkian then 
administered so called mercy shots into 
the head of each victim from a second hand 
gun, a 25 caliber Browning

Once again Senator Jam es Mills has introduced his 
proposal to create the office of “ state ombudsman 
A pet 
idea of former Speaker Jesse Unruh, it has been kicking 
around for a number of years. So far it has met with about 
as much success as Unruh s attempts to be governor and 
more recently Mayor of Los Angeles. 
The office is an invention of Sweden dating back to 1809. 
Its long existence favors an assumption that it has worked 
satisfactorily in that country. 
But Sweden and California are two different types of 
government. Sweden is a monarchy. Executive power is 
vested in a prime minister appointed by the king. Local 
governments are 
headed 
by 
appointive people. 
Its 
legislative body is the Riksdag, consisting of two houses 
only one of which is elected by popular vote. 
California elects its head of government and its local 
governments. While there may have been a time when the 
public was awed by the majesty of the bureaucrat, times 
have changed. Various private and semi-private groups 
exist to fight injustices and secure remedies. The courts 
have been giving vigorous attention to administrative 
abuses. 
Yet Mills feels there is a gap between the citizen and his 
government. If such a gap exists it would seem the fault 
lies squarely with the legislature itself 
For the people elect 120 members to that body to 
represent them Each citizen has two members to whom he 
can appeal, an Assemblyman and a Senator. Whether they 
realize it or not the citizen expects them to do more than 
just pass laws. They expect the lawmakers to be responsive 
to complaints about laws which already exist. They expect 
them to conduct inquiries into the workings of these laws 
and see that the administrators adhere to them 
To assist in their varied duties the Legislature is now 
spending $35 million annually. This provides each member 
with administrative aides and district offices among other 
resources. Altogether the Legislature employes more than 
1600 persons. 
If it is Mills desire to have someone to whom the public 
can turn with their grievances, how many more are 
necessary? 
The Mills proposal seems more like an effort to assign a 
legislative responsibility to some other person to escape 
the discontent over the inadequacy of some of its members. 
As Senator Jam es Wedworth put it, “ If we set this up we 
are saying the Legislature can’t handle our people s 
complaints.” 
Assemblyman Vincent Thomas, who has the distinction 
of being the dean of the Assembly, recently increased his 
efforts to fulfill this 
ombudsman’’ function of the 
lawmaker He not only has provided staff within his district 
for the specific purpose of responding to constituent 
problems, he has gone out of his way to make this service 
well known to those in his district. 
But Thomas has been fielding such problems for his 
district ever since he arrived on the scene in 1941. His 
willingness to assist the voters is unquestionably one of the 
reasons they have re-elected him over and over for the past 
22 years. 
There 
are other 
legislators who perform similar 
services. And it is hard to understand why any of them 
would want to lose the benefit of these contacts with their 
constituents. An appointive “ ombudsman 
more likely 
would just be creating another bureaucrat for the members 
to contend with and would prove no solution at all

Mobile home costs 
add up and up

If this keeps up, everybody 
is going to be living in mobile 
homes. In the last year for 
which figures are available, 
1971, close to half of all the 
people buying new single­ 
family dwellings—43 per cent 
of them—wound up in mo­ 
biles as opposed to conven­ 
tional houses. 
Mainly accounting for the 
m u s h r o o m i n g sales, of 
course, is that the mobiles 
carry far smaller price tags 
than conventional houses— 
the kind that go on founda­ 
tions. But whether they ac­ 
tually cost less, either in the 
long run or by the month, is 
questioned in a government 
study just published. The 
answer seems to come out 
“ no.” 
Interested in the potential 
of mobiles for solving the 
housing problems of low-in- 
come rural families, the Of­ 
fice of Economic Opportun­ 
ity assigned a pair of re­ 
search 
evaluators 
to 
the 
study. 
The cost comparisons be­ 
low apply to a mobile home 
selling at the industry’s aver­ 
age 1971 price, $6,640, and a 
$15,000 conventional house. 
Mobiles, to begin with, 
aren’t financed like houses. 
The financing is practically 
identical to an auto loan. In­ 
terest is charged by the 
“ add-on” method, making a 
stated rate of 7 per cent 
actually the equivalent of 12 
per cent simple annual in­ 
terest. 
Mobile home loans are for 
shorter periods, too—typical­ 
ly five to seven years, though 
it’s true that for the bigger, 
luxury 
models 
selling 
at 
prices up to $18,000. lenders 
will extend the term to 12 or 
sometimes 15 years on an 
FHA-insured loan. The down 
payment, if your credit is 
good, is typically 20 per cent. 
While that may sound like 
a modest initial outlay, mo­ 
bile home buyers discover 
that other items—similar to 
the closing costs on a con­ 
ventional 
home — can add 
substantially to the purchase 
price. Fees for credit checks, 
sales tax, the mandatory 
damage insurance add up, 
along with “ options,” prob­ 
ably. If you’d like to have 
some steps going up to the 
door, for example, that’s op­ 
tional. These extra expenses 
will typically add up to $1,- 
030, according to the O.E.O. 
study. 
Thus there’s more to be 
financed than just the pur­ 
chase price, and the high in­ 
terest rate and short repay­ 
ment p e r i o d “ make the 
monthly cost very high,” the 
study notes. For debt repay­ 
ment alone is not the whole 
story. There is site rent— 
typically $50 a month, though 
it will run as high as $150 in 
the luxury parks. Utilities 
average $25 a month, accord-

Add it all up, and monthly 
cost of the mobile is general­ 
ly as high as, or higher than 
for the conventional house. 
Depending on financing ar­ 
rangements, the range is put 
by the study at $166 to $203 
for the mobile, $165 to $179 
for the conventional house. 


As for long-run total outlay 
— that is, “ cost of posses­ 
sion,” which includes total 
interest charges until the 
loans are paidoff—that’s put 
at $25,000 to $28,000 for the 
mobile home, $25,000 to $27,- 
000 
for 
the 
conventional 
house. 
“ Depending on financing 
arrangements, 
the 
mobile 
home may be more or less 
expensive than the conven­ 
tional house,” the study con­ 
cludes. 
“ The conventional 
house provides more durabil­ 
ity and space for about the 
same cost as the mobile 
home.” 
Opinions differ about the 
durability of mobile homes. 
Depending on whom you’re 
talking to, expected life is 
seven to 15 years. But there’s 
little argument about the 
rate of depreciation, since 
most dealers go by the “ Blue 
Book.” A mobile will lose 50 
per cent of its value after 
six-and-a-half years—and if 
you’re selling to a dealer, 
he’ll knock about a third off 
the Blue Book price to cover 
his reconditioning costs and 
profit on resale. 
“ These cost a n a l y s e s 
show,” the authors of the 
O.E.O, study conclude, “ that 
mobile homes are not sub­ 
stantially 
less 
expensive, 
over time, than low-cost con­ 
ventional homes. Although 
the 
costs 
are 
essentially 
equal, there is more value 
for the expenditure with a 
conventional 
house 
which 
provides more space, safety 
and a longer lifetime.” 
And, at that, the authors 
may have been conservative 
about the cost of the mobile. 
Their average-priced model 
of two years ago—then $6,640 
—was a “ 12-wide.” But mo­ 
biles have been getting big­ 
ger fast. 


“ Double-wides” 
and 
ex­ 
pandable models have been 
accounting for a rapidly in­ 
creasing share of mobile 
sales And the latest and big­ 
gest design, the "14-wides,” 
even in 1971 “ were gaining 
ground.” the authors noted, 
and they guessed that “ as 
more states permit passage 
of the 14-wides on their high­ 
ways, this width may be­ 
come the dominant one.” 
If it’s a not-so-little vine- 
covered 14-wide that you've 
had your heart set on, forget 
that price of $6,640- especial­ 
ly in 1973, the year when con­ 
trols were lifted because in­ 
flation (somebody said) was 
now under control.

WASHINGTON (UPI> - Senate D em ocrats shied three 
months ago from taking control of the economy away from 
President Nixon and imposing a wage-price freeze by law 
But now they are on record as unanimously favoring that 
course at the first appropriate opportunity. 
Reminded in a closed caucus Monday that polls show the 
public regards inflation as more serious a problem than the 
W atergate scandal, the D em ocrats unanimously approved 
a resolution for a 9U-day freeze of prices, profits, wages, 
salaries, rents and consumer interest rates. 
The resolution calls for attaching the proposal “ to the 
first appropriate bill com ing before the Senate. " 
In the debate in late March on extending the law which 
gives Nixon authority to act on the econom y, the sam e 
proposal was defeated by a vote of 38-36 with 24 absentees. 
The administration opposed 
it then and still does. 
Treasury Secretary George P. Shultz, testifying Monday 
before tiie House Ways and Means Com m ittee, asked how 
the economy could be controlled when a freeze ended 
You can't freeze the econom y for very long," he said. 
So the question is. what are you going to do afterward? 
What do you want to do differently?” 
He expressed confidence that the overheated econom y, 
which generated an increase in consum er prices at an 
annual rate of 8.6 per cent during the first three months, is 
going to cool off soon 
The Senate Dem ocrats may seek to attach the freeze 
proposal to the bill raising the ceiling on the national debt. 
That m easure must pass by June 30. 
Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., whose House Ways' 
and Means Committee will handle the debt ceiling bill, 
proposed a 90-day freeze in a House speech last week

keep for the Dept, of Fish and Game. 
As usual bottom fishing has been very good, with San Luis 
Sportfishing showing a take of over 500 roc k fish, with an 
imposing take of ling cod and halibut over the holiday for 
the "Dtabolo" and the ‘Marauder" 
Harbor Associates inform us that they now have two 
small 
cabin 
cruisers, 
that 
will 
fish 
tour 
persons 
comfortably, for rent by the day, eompletelv equipped and 
ready to go Also, by the end of the month they will have 12 
skiffs with motors for rent. They are also completing the 
installation of a small coffee and snack bar next to their 
office. 
A few of the larger boats have been venturing into the 
Point Sal area, with good takes of ling cod. They also report 
that there has been a school of blue fish running well over 
five pounds apiece, with some excellent fishing. Blue fish 
are a member of the rock bass family, though generally to 
be taken in comparatively shallow water. Old time anglers 
say that there is often a school of the large blues showing up 
in the Point Sal area. 
Surf fishing fair to good, though the beaches took a heavy 
beating over the holiday. Those with beach vehicles who 
could made the trip found the Mussel Hock a hot snot fW p 
account ol inaccessibility, is a beach that is not over-fished 
and well worth the long beach drive. 
Probably the one really hot spot for rock fishing is at San 
Simeon, where limits are the order of the day Boats 
operated by Virg Moore of Morro Bay are going out every 
day on a full-and half-day basis. 
Off Ventura and Hueneme, large barred perch are 
holding the stage, with ling cod and halibut on the party 
boats going to the islands. So far we have no word as to the 
opening of the fishing pier at Elwood. being made over with 
WCB funds (money from the race course tote boards tax >. 
LIM IT CHANGE 
Fish and Game wardens are cautioning offshore ocean 
anglers that multi-day fishing limits apply only to boats 
that have complied with special regulations. The daily bag 
and possession limits were changed the first of this year to 
allow offshore anglers to possess up to three daily bag 
limits if they are on an ocean voyage up to three days in 
length. 
The multi-day limit applies only if the owner of the boat 
has filed a special declaration with the DFG at least 48 
hours in advance of the departure time All fishing under a 
multi-day permit limit provision does not apply unless the 
boat trip covers at least 12 hours of the first and last days of 
the excursion. The multi-day limits also applies to abalones 
and lobsters taken from offshore boats on extended cruises, 
but anglers are warned that they must be left in shell so 
that their size can be determined. 
FRESH W A TER FISHING 
Cachuma Lake reports trout fishing is fair to good on 
trolling, action good in spots with eggs and floating bait, 
bass fishing on the quiet side. 
Oceano Lagoon was stocked prior to the holiday, and had 
a heavy fishing pressure. This water remains fairly cool, no 
reason why there should not be further plantings. 
Lopez Lake had terrific fishing pressure, and trout 
results were not too encouraging 
In spite of a large holiday crowd, fishing at Lake 
Nacimiento was good. Black and white bass shared the 
center of attraction The white scrappers are still in the 
Bee Rock and Dam areas, with the black bass fairly deep 
off rocky points. Crappie hitting hard on the new Micro Jig, 
also white bass are hitting this latest lure. Catfishing fair to 
good in the shallows, using anchovies as bait. 
A new booklet of interest to fishermen is entitled 
"Venomous Marine Fishes of California". This booklet 
describes a number of fish found in California waters which 
can cause injury to fishermen or persons wading in shallow 
pools. These fish include members of the stingray families, 
as well as rockfish and other species capable of causing 
injury with spines or stings. The booklet also explains the 
manner in which these fish inflict wounds, and the manner 
of treatment This booklet can be obtained free from the 
Marine Technical information Center, Dept, of Fish and 
Game, Marine Resources Center, 350 Golden Shore, Long 
Beach Calif 90802 
Our Big Horn Sheep friends will be interested to know 
that a party of 60 volunteers hiked part of the way into the 
south end of Old Woman Mountains 40 miles west of Vidal 
to start work on a large big horn sheep drinker. Seven hours 
later the job was done and they hiked out. They built a 6 foot 
high concrete dam, two 12,000 gallon tanks on a concrete 
slab, and 600 feet of 2-inch pipe connecting the dam and the 
tanks.

The County budget 


The County board of supervisors begin 
public hearings tomorrow on a $77.4 
million budget calling for no increase in 
the present $3.46 tax rate per $100 assessed 
valuation. 
It is certainly hoped that the supervisors 
do not sit back in their plush chairs in the 
hearing room and consider that the budget 
is sound because it does not call for a tax 
increase. It is sincerely hoped that they 
make great effort to reduce the tax rate, 
for all indications point to the fact that 
they can. 
Increased revenues for the County are 
obvious. County government has, or will 
receive, more than $7 million federal 
revenue sharing funds. Assessed valuation 
in the County has increased $17,250,000. 


The County Taxpayers' Association and 
Tax-Action Association, Inc., two notable 
budget 
watchers, 
do 
believe that a 
reduction can be made in the tax rate. The 
County Taxpayers' Association’s analysis 
of the budget shows a reduction near 50 
cents 
possible. 
Tax-Action 
sees 
the 
possibility of a “ modest rollback or 
reduction.’' 
Both groups allude to the fact that in 


some 
respects 
the 
budget 
under 
consideration is inflated due to the fact 
that the document contains salary and 
benefit totals covering many positions 
which are not filled during the year. They 
still show up, however, against tax funds 
needed to finance them. For example in a 
study 
of 
five 
departments 
by 
the 
Taxpayers' Association, it is shown that 
projected increases in salaries and fringe 
benefits 
total 
$1,282,000 for 
40 
new 
employes despite the fact that $664,000 is 
carried over from the previous year from 
unfilled positions. This area needs serious 
study. 
Another specific item that requires 
some extremely conscientous discussion 
is the proposed $2 million detention facility 
planned for the north county. With great 
strides 
currently 
underway 
through 
probation 
efforts, 
establishment 
of 
detoxification centers for alcoholics and 
other reforms, it would appear that 
facilities of such a magnitude are not 
required. 
As we stated, it is hoped that strong 
considerations be given to a tax reduction 
for this year; it certainly seems possible.

Boggle the burglar

for an individual. And if anyone 
cares to look he can find that 
burglary 
and this

illegal entrance whose purpose is to

Lompoc Valley has had its share 
of both residential and commercial 
burglary and in the years to come 
the incidence will rise as it will in all 
communities.

increasingly difficult 
Smith proposes a three-pronged 
program he hopes will bo financed 
in | art by mini grants from Region 
P of the California Council for 
Criminal Justice. If the money is 
forthcoming, and at the moment 
Lompoc could have as good a chance 
as other applicants in the central 
coast area of Santa Barbara 
and 
San Luis Obispo counties, Smith 
would use it, first of all to wage an 
educational campaign door to door; 
secondly, 
to 
purchase 
communications equipment for the 


C-Dapers law enforcement arm and 
thirdly, to purchase a scope device 
that would permit police to see 
objects in the dark. The latter 
device is similar to those perfected 
during World War II and used to 
such good advantage in the jungles 
of the South Pacific. 
In the education plan Smith would 
have an officer, perhaps a reserve 
officer, inspect the premises of a 
home or a business on invitation to 
offer suggestions for improving 
security. 
An inadequate looking 
device on a door or window, would 
be the target for example. The 
officer 
would 
also 
dispense 
literature on security factors. 
Mini grants are only for $2,500 
maximum, but that amount would 
go a long way to implement Smith’s 
plan which incidentally has been in 
the chief’s hip pocket for more than 
a year. 
An 
announcement 
on 
the 
availability of the grants came from 
Ben Z. Woods, regional planning 
director of CCCJ Grant money in 
the amount of $17,000 comes from 
unexpended “ 1972 Target Funds.”
